STATICE DUMOSA, silver and lavender effect. 
STATICE LATIFOLIA, misty lavender-blue. 
THALICTRUM ADIANTIFOLIUM, fern-like leaves excellent for "greens". 
THALICTRUM BEE'S DWARF 
Purple to light lavender misty flowers on two foot stems. Always 
in bloom Decoration Day here. Over 1 yr. old plants. 


THERMOPSIS CAROLINIANA, July-sown. 
VERONICA BLUE CANDLE, rich blue. 
VERONICA LONGIFOLIA, taller, lighter blue shades.
